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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112:: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim1-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The language "comprising a single 
component comprising" is new matter. It is not clear where in the specification this is 
supported. 

4. Claims 1-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

5. The language "comprising a single component comprising" is indefinite. It is not 
clear how this limits the claim or which component it is intended to limit. Clarification is 
required. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

6. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

7. Claims 1-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bowser US 4,215,164 or Kaeding US 5,855,972. 

8. The rejections set forth in the action mailed 6/16/05 are deemed proper and are 
herein repeated. 

9. Applicants argue that Bowser is directed to a free radical mechanism which is 
different from the displacement mechanism of the claimed invention. This is not 
persuasive. It is unclear as to how the claims are limited to the displacement 
mechanism. Further each of the claimed ingredients is suggested in the art. As such, 
their incorporation is obvious. 

10. The incorporation of a metal spacer and is not relevant. The claims are directed 
to a composition and the structural language of the claim is considered mental steps 
and is not further limiting. 

1 1 . Applicants argue that Kaeding discloses a vapor barrier and "stop". This is not 
persuasive. The claims are directed to a composition and the structural language of the 
claim is considered mental steps and is not further limiting. 

12. The arguments directed to the use of ":Exxpro" and the amino silane are not 
persuasive. It is unclear how the claims exclude such compositions.
